From the Arctile Sea. 

SAN FrRANCISco, October 3.—The whaling rchooner. 
RB Henry, Captain Wirars. arrived at this port yes- 
terday from the Arctic sea. She brought down 
Captain Gifford and crew, of the whaler Daniel 
Webster, which was crushed by ice near Point 
Barrow. Captoin Gifford confirms the report re- 
cently published, stating that the natives had seen 
the wrecked ship far too eastward, and four white 
men among the natives. The conversation between 
Captain Gifford. and the natives was conducted 
principally by signs, and it was difficult to under- 
stand from signs made. These four men were 
either dead or sick, asthe natives indicated their 
conditions as being one of sleep. There is simi- 
larity in the statement of the Esquimaux,concerning 
the wreck and that relative to the location of the 
wreck of the Vigilante. The number of bodies eorre- 
sponds with the four dead bodies found in the Vigi- 
lante, but the distance between the two locations is 
so great as to make it impossible to the minds of the 
whalers that the two stories apply to the same ves- 
sel,

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A PERTINENT QUESTION’ 


THAT PRESSES UPON VISITORS TO 
THE EXPOSITION. 


The Thousands are Upon Us, But Where Shall They 
Be Lodged and Fed.--What the Kimball House 
Has Done in the Way of Answering 
the Question--A Grand Hotel. 


There has been a good deal said in certain quar- 
ters about the position taken by Mr Seoville, the 
proprietor of the Kimball, and the charges he pro- 
poses to make at the exposition, As the Kimball is 
the largest hotel in the city, and in a certain sense, 
representative hostelry, itis proper that we should 
give in detail exactly what it proposeg to do. 

Mr. Scoville, determined some time ago to advance 
his rates from three, and three and a half dollars 
to four dollars. He did this deliberately, 
and with the purpose of putting his hotel 
upon the same score and making it the equal in 
point of accommodations, fare and attentions to the 
Fifth avenue in New York, the Grand in Cincinnati, 
the Palmer in Chicago, the St. Charlesin New Or- 
leans and other hotels of that class, He spent out 
of his own pocket, $15,000 in tinishing the unfinish- 
ed part of the hotel, and much more in decorating 
his hotel and giving ic ahandsomer finish than 
ithad ever had before. He felt, and he was right in 
estimating that Atlanta demanded and could 
support such a hotel as this and 
that it would attract a large custom from 
people who were willing to pay four dollars a day, 
and get the very best that could be had. 

Ile selected the opening of the exposition as the 
best time to advance his rates. No one that we 
have heard of objects to his charge of four dollars 
per day. The managers of the exposition them- 
selves suggested that this Should be done, urging 
that he make his hotel first class in every respect, 
and in every sense, and charge a yood price. They 
held that the exposition would draw the very best 
clusses of people, and that they would prefer to pay 
the price charged by the leading hotels of New York, 
Chicago, 8t Louis, New Orleans, and Jacksonville 
ifthey could get such accommodations as these 
hotels afford, 

The objection as we understandit that is made 
is this: 
for each person on the first three floors of the hotel. 
Above this, on the fourth and fifth floor he charges 
three and three and a half. He contends, however, 
that he must have the privilege of putting more 
than person in a room when the crowd is 
so great that he cannot accommodate it by 
giving a‘ room to one _ person. There are 
certain rooms thathe intends to put two persons in, 
others that heintends for three and others yet that 
he intends for four. He will give in each case a 
separate bed to each guest, simply putting two, 
three or four beds ineach room. Where a man in- 
sists that he must have a room to himself, and the 
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room. He hasa right, however, toinvite any one to 
occupy his room with him, and his board will then 
be simply $4 per day, his room mate paying 
the other fourdollars. If he occupies & room in- 
tended for three people he can put two others.in the 
room with himself, and thus reduce his board to 
four dollars a day, or even three if he gets into one 
of the upper floors. 

Mr Scoville contends, and he is clearly right in 
this, that it would be unjust to the city and the ex- 
position for bim toallow one person to occupy a 
room that was jarge enough to comfortably accom- 
modate two orthree. Each guest would naturally 
prefer tohave a room to himself and to enjoy 
italone. If he were allowed to do this Mr Scoville 
would have to turn off hundreds of people whom 
he might otherwise give perfectly adequate and 
luxurious. accommodations. Ile would thus work 
injustice to the city, to our visitors, and to the ex- 
position. On the other hand, if he were to permita 
man to hold a room to himself upon the payment of 


sons who were anxious to occupy the three unoccu- 
pied beds in the room at four dollars each, he would 
very materially injure himself. 

Itseems to us that there can be little practica 
trouble to grow outof thisarrangement. As ausual{ 
thing the visitors to*the exposition will come in 
couples or in groups of three orfour. These can 
easily arrange to take droom that will contain their 
party, each paying the regular price that he is pre- 
pared to pay for oceupying a bed in a 
room containing only one bed. This 
arrangement Mr Scoville will endeavor 
to encourage, and where such a party desires 
a room to themselves, it will be furnished if possi- 
ble. A gentleman and his wife will naturally take 
a room intended for two persons, occupy itand pay 
the regular price. If they have a child with them 
they will take a room intended for three and each 
pay the regular price. Ifaygentleman should come 
by himself, it is more than possible that en route 
he will make an acquaintance with whom he is 
willing to share a room during his stay in the city. 
If he insists upon having his room to himself 
and occupying a room thatis designed to accomo- 
date more than one, he will be called upon te pay a 
lurzer price than the regular price, and he ought to 
be. provided there are other gentlemen ready to pay 
fora share of the room that he insists upon having 
to himself. Of course there are many rooms in the 
hotel that are single bed rooms, and gentlemen oe- 
cupying these will have the room to themselves, 
and be charged only three dollars, or three dollars 
and a half, or four dollars, according to loca- 
tion. This has been the invariable rule in all 
hotels where we have ever stopped where there 
was a large crowd in the city and a pressing demand 
for accommodation. Ifa gentleman wishes a pri- 
vate parlorin which tohold a reception he always 
paysextra forit. Ifin time of a rush he monopo- 
lizes more space than the proprieter has allotted to 
him for the regular price he must expect, of course, 
to pay for his monopoly. 

Mr Seoville has always kept a good hotel; he has 
the largest and finest hotel in the south- 
ern states and will naturally attract a 
rich custom. It is his ambition to make highotel the 
equal of any in America. In order to do this he 
must charge the prices charged by the hotels that he 
emulates. He exercises no pressure to force people 
to come to his hotel and pay his prices. He simply 
proposes to give them the worth of their money, 
and if they are not satisfied to part company with 
them in a friendly manner. He does not propose 
to cut the ball room into hospital wards and lay 
beds on the floor and charge SMa day for such ac 
commodation. He proposes to make every 
guest comfortable—give him the very best 
attention and the richest and most varied fare that 
can be had. This is the situation in full as we un- 
derstand it, and we really see nothing to criticise or 
condemn. We, on the other hand, rather approve 
MrScoville’s position, feeling sure that he will make 
the entertainment entirely worthy of the price he 
charges. He hasa lease upon the hotel forseven 
years, and his future and his reputation depends 
absolutely upon the manner in which he manages 
this vast property. We have always found him 
equal to the emergency, and we cannot be- 
lieve that he would be so short- 
sighted as ‘to allow such & # «margin 
between his prices and his entertainment as to 
justify or excuse a charge of extortion. The Kim- 
ball will be filled with people during the exposition, 
and we have no doubt that its conduct will reflect 
credit upon Atlanta, and upon the exposition,

THE ATLANTA STREET RAILROAD COM 
PANY. 

We print elsewhere the response of the 
president of the Atlanta street railroad com- 
pany to a resolution recently adopted by 
council calling upon the company to make an 
immediate and thorough repair of its severa! 
lines of track throughout the city. The re- 
sponse of President Petersis not only charac- 
terized by good temper and a desire to mect 
the fequirements of council and the Atlanta 
public, but contains information of consider- 
able interest to our people. The company 
now has in operation six lines, aggregating 
eleven miles, including the  exten- 
sions to West End, Oglethorpe park 
and .Ponce de Leon - springs. The 
schedule of the cars aggregate a distance of 
974 miles daily, equal to the whole distance 
between Atlanta and New York. The agegre- 
gate nuiaber of miles run annually is 355,500, 
or about 2,135,000 since the road has been in 
operation. The president congratulates him- 
self, and with reason, that since the lines were 
inaugurated no passenger has been seriously 
injured, and that there has been no Jong in- 
terruption of the regular schedule, except 
during the extraordinary period last winter 
when the tracks were blocked with snow and 
frozen mud. 

As tothe condition of the track now, it 
may be said that it is better than any other 
unpaved city and the president promises that 
the repairing force will be put actively to 

* work as svon as the track to the exposition 
ground is complete, and it is safe to say that 
every line will be in good condition to meet 
the increased winter travel. It is to the in- 
terest of the company to do this.
